Excited Vaucouvevites Listen to Iii- 
llammatory Speecliea from Clergy- 
men and Others. - 

Adoiit a Bill of Biffiits and Appoint a 
Cummitteti to Take 
,Actioa. i 

(Special to tho COLONIST,) 

Vancouver, April lo — A large audience 
turned out to hear tho Seceaaiou agitators at 
tho Market hall to-tiiglit. William Te.nplu- 
ton took tho chair, and said ho hud heard 
thut Premier Davie would attend tho meet- 
ing and if he came forward would be re- 
ceived courteously us their Premier. There 
being no rcsponao, 

Mr. J, C. Hrowu, M.l'. P., the first 
Bpeiikcr, aaid he hud come over bi uauau ho 
hud heard thut Prender Davie wua liere and 
he never missed an opportunity to 
meet him. Mr. Brown went exhaus- 
tively into statistics couipiliog a long 
apctoh from his former utterances. He 
a|ipearcd to draw ridiculous conoluBioua 
from tho Dominioa oeuHUS, andiBtsted that 
the Uovorninent bud used the Sianoe given 
them l<y the mistake in tile enumeration of 
the Indiuus to delay redistribution, and 
were guilty of a trick as deliberate as it was 
dirty. He continued that British Columbia 
wue governed by a little clique| at Victoria, 
and couuluded by saying that Vancouver 
J.-iIaud had .'iO.OUU whites und the Mainland 
■17,U()0 ; that ilii) delay in redistribution 
waa a ureas untl glaring wrong, and no (jov- 
ernment should sleep until they had done 
juaiioe to tho Province.

It ia hoped the people of tho 
Mainland will tn'ike a determined stand 
againat those onlrsgea, Tho (Iovernment 
disir<.d a vote of fdnO.OOU for a 
pile of building.s that in magnilieeneo 
outshine tin; cipitol in the IJritish met- 
ropolis and then dan d lu belch 
in the faces of the uiujoriiy of the citizeuB of 
the Province the insulin that the buildings 
would attract capitulists to Victoria. Let 
IT uas-meetings be held in every oity, village 
and district ; let the consensus of opiniou 
bo taken ou the issue, and let 
an appeal be made to the Gov- 
i-riior (ieneral to remedy the evil ao- 
enrding to thut opinion.

Paul Neumann Ri^turiis to Honolulu nnd K.x-

Honolulu, April 8. — The steamer Ala- 
meda, which arrived here yesterday, 

brought among her passengers Paul Neu- 
mann and Prince David Kawuuanakou, the 
deposed Queen's envoy to Washington. 

R. Castle, one of the Hawaiian com- 
missioners, and Harold H. Sewell, tho 
former United States oonsul-'general to 
Samoa, were aho on board. Mr. 
Neumann and Prince David were met by 
a delegation of the Uui Kalaiaiua and were 
escorted to the royal carriage 'wUoh was in 
wailing and driven rapidly to the residence 
uf L liuokaiuiii, wiiero they explained tho 
resulta of their mission. Mr. Neumann 
said subsequently : " I went to Washing- 
ton in the interest of the Queen to prevent, 
if posbiljle, 'un injustice being done. I 
favored the uppoint,inent of a commissioner 
lo examine into the state of aflairB before 
judgment wis pronoii:;-, -'d and have secured 
my point. 1 hiivu brought, back no as- 
Buraiices to the t^nicen, but I believe her 
best asaurance lies in the fact that Mr, 
li'ount has been appointed and Bent here. 
If annexation were possible, I should 
be in favor of it, but I do not con- 
sider it pra-iihie at present. I dim't 
think it pr iot icable ; indeed, I don't be- 
lieve the United Htatea wou'd anmx the 
Islands unlc-a it was pract icuble, and if it is 
posfible I am ratht r in favor of a protec- 
torate, which I think would settle tho tjues- 
tioii once and for uU, However, I have 
done my duty and shall now leave theprob- 
leni iu the hands of people here to woik 
out."

PHENOMENAL ICEBERGS. 

Conllriuatlon of Heportcd Kxperleuees ou 
the Antarctic Occhu. 

London, April 15. — Tho British bark 
Ariadne, Gapt. Croot,. arrived here yester* 
day from Tacoma. She confirms the re- 
ports heretofore received of tho phononoenal 
icG .drifts from the Antarctio ocedu uu Janu- 
ary 17, in lut. 10, south; long. 45 west, 
which is aomo ISO miles north- 
west of Georgia islands. The Ari-' 
udoe arrived off tho tail of an iceberg 
or properly an ice fl-^e which extended for-,, 
ther than the eye could see. The Ariadne 
cleared (he uortheast end of the ice after 
Bailing along its front f >r thirty miles, and 
shaped her course for Cape Horn, Many 
other bergs were seen, bub none were of 
such enormous proportions as this one.

The Canadian Comralasioners and Sur- 
veyors Will Leave Here on the 
Quadra April 2~>. 



Plenty of Men Available to Make Up 
the Party— Tho Programme 
Not Con]i)lete. 



So far as arrangements havo been made 
up to date, tho Alaskan Boundury Commis- 
sioner and tho purty of surveyors who are 
to do tho work for tho Canadian Govern- 
ment will leave hero on April 25, going 
North on tho Quadra probably to Port 
Simpson, fr.im which point they will l>egin 
their work, the parties goiog to their 
different stations at once. 

The Canadian Conimissioner, I'rof. W. F. ' 
King, chief astronomer of the Department 
of the Interior, will consult und as f.ir us 
possible work in accord with the Aoieiican 
Coinmi.-aioner, I'rof. iMeudenhall. riio for- 
mer, whose arrival here waa chronicled yes- 
terday, is uccoiiip mied by A. H Wuiden, 
aecroiary, O. J. Klotz and H. H. Robertson, 
surveyors. The plan of opcratioiiB 
ia yet lo bo completed, but it has been de- 
cided to do the work in seven parties of 
eight men each, under tho leaderahip of the--, 
billowing turveyora : 0. J. KlolJi, J. J. 
Mac.irihur, W. Ogilvie, A. S. Cyr, A. C.. 
I'albol, Jamea Gibbons and A. J. Brab- 
a/.on, I'wo Cunudian surveyors will go ■ 
along with the expedition, but they arO 
to nccoinpary tho Ameticaus. Their names . 
are H. H, Robertson and .1. DriaooU, the 
the latter being u Britiah Columbia man, 
who bus been reaidcnt at Chillismck. The 
whole of the Canadian party will go north , 
on the Quadra, but Prof. King will returni 
on her and get a smaller boat fur use dar~ 
log the summer. 

Since the arrival of the party in the oity 
there have been dozens of applications for 
positions on the staif, plenty ot men being 
available. Those who are engaging the ^ 
men are the heads of the different parties, 
and while all the vacancies aro not y«c filled, 
it is not for lack of voUmleer.4, the ■« ork 
being an extensive one and ini aning good 
money to those who go along, with liniitod 
opportunities for expenditure, 

It was expected that Prof. Mendenhall 
would have been over from Port Towiiscnd 
lust evening to havo a couBultution with 
Prof. King. O'.ving, however, to the delay 
to tho elouiner he did not arrive, but will 
no doubt bo over next week. The U, S. S. 
Patterson, which ia to tuko the Ainericat> 
party north, will not reach Fort Townsend 
fcr several days. 

F. A. Young, of the United States coast 
and geodetic aurvcy, is the first of th& 
American party to arrive. 

" It wua the expectation," eaya Mr.. 
Young, "to start about tho 15th of the 
month, but there will probably be some de- 
lay. I do not expect that Prof. Mendon- 
hall, Ibu Unitctl States coinniissinner, will 
bo with the expedition in the field thia 
summer, though the Canadian commisslonor, 
Prof. King, will. Messrs. Odgon, Tittroan 
and McGrath, principal assistants of the- 
commission, will be here shortly, and the- 
Government vessels Hassler and Patterson- 
will arrive from San Francisco within a 
few days, There will be a number of 
astronomers with the expedition, among 
them Messrs. French and Putnam and Mr, 
Morse, of San Francisco, and Profeasor 
King, of tho Ohio State university, who is 
specially employed for tho work. Wo ahull 
make survcje of the Tuku and Stickcen 
rivers thia summer, but tho work will not 
be completed. 1'ho work to be done ia all, 
preliminary and for the purpose of finally 
Bottling the boundary." 

"Mr. Mcfjratb, of tho party, liaa "done 
considerable work in Alaska, and spent two 
or threo wintora on the Yukon in '89, '90 
and '91, I think. Last summer he was en- 
caged in work near the base of Mt, St> 
I'jliua."

Commander 
Dickens, U.S.N., representing tho Federal 
Government, boarded the big steamer and 
delivered the address of wolonmo iu Spanish, 
to which the Duke appropriately replied, 
after which the band on board played 
America, the Yankee version of " God Save 
the (,)ueen." The steamer Blackbird with 
tho reception committee aboard left pier A 
about 7, and proceeded down the bay to the 
Now York, and the Duke and puny were 
transferred to the Blackbird, whiuh was 
provided by the Columbian celebration com- 
mittee to bring the party to 22ad street.

Substantial advantages are likely to be 
offered this year to members of the volun- 
teer artillery of tho Province, especially to 
those who acquire tho moderate degree of 
general effioieooy which will be needed as a 
qualifloation. A lot of hard work is in- 
volved, but thn members happily regard this 
traiiiingas a pastime or recreation, rather than 
as un irksome task, and under such condi- 
tions tho moat gratifying results are looked 
for. Tho unanimous endorsation of tho 
nssault-at-arms by tho largo meeting on 
Friday night, ynsterday had the hearty 
approval of many who were not able to at- 
tend the mecliug, but are ready to take 
part In tho exercises. Tho instructor, Mr. 
St. Clair, has had a good deal of practical 
experience in this line in the old 
country, and fortunately has in hia 
possession programmes of similar successful 
events there wbioh will bo of great use to 
the committee in arranging the details. 
Military tableaux will no doubt be includ- 
ed, ii.troducing a spectacular effect which 
will greatly help to sustain the interest. A 
likely feature which would be sure to ex- 
cite keen rivalry bet'vreen the several 
butteries would be a competition in tho 
ahifting of heavy ordnance, which could 
easily be arranged in thu space available. 

A DOMINION AKTlM.lCKV M KKTINCi. 

There is a possibility of a special induce- 
ment for getting up the heavy artillery 
work. The Djuiiuion Artillery Asaociution 
linlda every year two tournaments — one fcr 
Field artillery and one for tho Garrison 
branch. Tue corps from all over Canada- 
British Columbia excepted — are brought 
together for these events, which 
are made lo form part of their 
annual drill, transport and malntenanco be- 
ing accordingly allowtd. Tho garrison 
meeting has hitherto been held at the Is- 
land of Orleans, near Quebec city, but thia 
year it will be at Halifax, the change being 
made in order to given the Canadian gun- 
ners the advantage of training with the im- 
proved modem weapons maintained in the 
Imperial fortifications there. There ore in 
tho programme firing competitions for uou- 
comtnissioned oflioors and men. and — separ- 
ate — for nllicers; and also competitions in 
shifting ordinance. For the latter detach- 
ments nineteen strong are rctjuired. For 
the firing the strength of thn detachments 
is only nine. The feasibility of the Britibh 
Columbia Brigade of Garrison Artillery be- 
ing represented, in ut least the firing 
competitions, has been discussed by 
a few of those interested iu 
the rilio team which will probably 
go from hero to Oitawn, and if the scheriie 
should meet with the approval of tho olii- 
cera it aeema aa if tho team who take part 
in the rille meeting at, Ottawa miglu also 
participate in the big gun shooting ut Hali- 
fax, if, as expected, it is held the succeed- 
ing week. 

A fOI'DLAK rASTLME. 

The firm hold which rillo shooting has 
taken upon tho militia in Canada is evi- 
denced by tho steadily increasing attend- 
ance at tho annual meeting at Ottawa, tho 
comoelitors being upwards^of four hundred. 
Last year was the lirst since the comple- 
tion of the Canadian Pacific railway that 
thia Province was not represented. In tho 
matches of thu t/'auadian Miliiary Rifle 
League, tired aiinullaneoualy on ."Saturday 
afternuoua, at intervals during the early 
HUinnier, there were laat year upwards 
nf a iliouHand participants. There seems to 
be uncertainty as to the nlle the L'.'agiio will 
use this year. 'Tho IJominion asaociatioti 
has decided to use only the Martini, but tho 
Government appears indisposed to isaue a 
sullicient supply of that weapon. Tho 
League nniy perhaps have two series of 
matches, one for Snider and one for Martini 
teams. No official information is yet ob 
tainnble as to L,eaguo intentions. 

THE HOI.DSTKKA.M MKKTINd. 
This rille question will no doubt have ar 
iniportant bearing upon tho arrangement of 
tlie H. C. Rille aaaociation programme for 
tlie prizj meeting to be held at Guldstream. 
There is a decided prejudice against con- 
tinuing to uao the two rilhiS, but if tho 
League shoots are wfch tho .Snider the pre- 
sent doulde- barrel led plan may have to ho 
oontinued. 'The range at (Coldstream ia 
now being improved, the targets being put 
back three or four feet ao that tho markers 
may not work uniler tho diiiicultics of lust 
year ; and the tiring points are to be board- 
ed over to avoid tho dust nuisance. The 
members of the council having this work iu 
charge made their second visit to Gold- 
stream yesterday. A meeting of the Coun- 
cil will be held shortly to start work upon 
the programme and arrangements generally. 

A LOCAL ASSOCIATIO.N. 

.Vt ^VeutminBtor the season's rillo prac- 
tice has already commenced, and the Van- 
couver clul) have their lirst meeting prob- 
ably next Saturday. It is in contemplation 
to revive tlie rillo club in Victoria, and a 
meeting with this object in view will prob- 
ably be held shortly. While having the 
largest number of riilemen, this city is, in 
tho roattor of organiisation, behind the three 
other chief cities of tho Province. One 
material drawback here is the lack of a 
range, the one ut Clover point being so un. 
satisfactory that few care to practice there. 
If a suitable range could be found in the 
neighborhuod, which oould be used for class 
firing purposes, the Dominion Qovornnient 
would no doubt pay tho expense of putting 
it in order, and provide a marker pormmi- 
cntly during tho season, as is done else- 
where.

■With the exception of a charter for Voko 
hama, tho first in that direction for n. long 
time, the lumber freight market has been 
dull in the extreme, and rales have dropped 
all round. Tho greatest diclinc is to be 
noted in Port Pirio freights, which, having 
had their late artificial support withdrawn, 
have resumed their natural level of about 
.'35a. There hare been ioquiriea for salmon 
vessels, and one was fixed al 333. Ud. to

The Advertiser aolemnly aasurea its read- 
ers that " the Uovernment by its failure to 
take action in regard to a measure of Redis- 
tribution has pruoiica'ly— at louat to a very 
yroiit extent — lost control of the matter." 
This is wonderful. The Uouse that will 
meet next year will be in composition the 
same aa the Uouse that met this year. The 
Qovernment will in all probability be the 
same in every respect, and they will be in 
possessiou of more information, and better 
information, on the subject than they now 
pcsaeaa. How, then, can they have lost 
control! Where is the uncontrollable ele- 
ment, or how will it work ? One would 
think that men of common sense, who 
consider the subject -witliout reservation 
and without distraction must see that the 
(!.,-vorninanb will ne.xt year bo in a far Ijcl- 
tor position to deal intelligently and equit- 
ably with tho aubjei;i than they were u few 
-weeks ago. 

The Advertiser tries to make it appear 
that theOovernment have denied to the peo- 
ple something which they had a right to ex- 
pect and which ia now irrevocably loat. It 
aaya th.il the measure if introduceil during 
the seesion which has just closed would be 
"atleaatau inatalmcnt of what was de- 
manded ; would do something to reducs the 
glaring irregularities at present existing, 
and shoulil, above all, be taken as an earnest 
and pledge of tho Oovcrnment'a doairo to 
formulatean ( quilableaud tlioroiigli nieaauio 
aa soon aa it could do so," It adds, "this 
groat opportunity has now passed away." 

If the Government had done what our 
oontemporary finds fault with them for not 
doing, that is, brought down a measure con- 
feasodly imperfect and unsatisfactory, a 
moro instalment of what the I'ro- 
vinoo ought to have, tho Opposition, 
'the Indepeudentsand many of their own stip- 
.portera would, and with, good reason, pro- 
teatagainat their poraaingsttohaooarae.^ 3(boy 
would then indeed have laid themselves open 
to tho charge of hiving broken their pledges. 
The nieaaiiro of reilialribuLion wbicli tho 
GovernmenL are required to bring down ia 
.not a mere muko-ahift, something that oan 
bo made to do until a bettor one can be en- 
aotod, but a complete measure intended to 
meet all reasonable requirements and suited 
to tho flircum,5tunccs of tho province for 
:iome time to coino. And it ia liecause the 
infsrmatisn in their possession was insutlici- 



ent to enable the Government to frame audi 
a measure that a redistribution bill wua 
not submitted to the LegiaUturo this year. 
The people would indued have loat murh 
that they have a right to axipect and would 
have reuEou to uompiuin that faith had uut 
been kept with them, if they had been treat- 
ed in the way that tiie' Advertiser assumes 
they ought to have been treated. What the 
Advertiser now describes as a"great oppor- 
tunity" would, if the Government had been 
so unprincipled and ao short-sighted as to 
embrace it, have been denonnced by the 
Advertiser and the party whioh it supports 
as a shameless breach of faith. 

The great opporlunity is not lost. Tho 
Goverutnent has it alill in iheirpower to give 
the country a good redistribution law, by 
which juatice will be done to all parts of 
the Province and to every interest. The 
]>cople have loat nothing whatever by tlio 
postponement of the measure, and the men 
who try to inako them believe that they 
have are either dishonest mischief-mukera 
or ignorant, unthinking small politicianp. 
If a redistribution law had been placed on 
the~8tatute book it would have been in- 
operative, for no one baa ventured to auy 
that the enactment of snob a law would 
miko an immediate appeal to the people 
neceasiry. ItVuuiaina to he seen what use 
the Government will make of the oppor- 
tunity which ia still loft open to them. They 
must bo judged by the measure which they 
bring down. When it is known what its 
provisions are the people will be in a posi- 
tion to judge whether they have done 
wisely or unwisely, fairly or uufairlj', 
In the nieaiitime tho people aro aa well oil' 
aa if the bill had passed this year. 

We uunnot compliment the Advertiser on 
the use whioh it haa made of its opportuni- 
tiea. After reviewing " the! present politi- 
cal situalion in tho Province without any 
reaervalion or distraction," tlie only con- 
clusion it hua been able to come to ia to 
blame the Government beoauao they did not 
break faith with electors by recommending 
to the Legislature a " partial measure," 
uhich is the very thing they were 
lioiind in honor not to do. P.^stponing the 

niPiiBure. wbie.b tbn AilvprtiBer nfl'-etB to 

regard as such a grievous oiFence — if it is a 
fault at all, which wo are far from admit- 
ting — takes tho proportions of a meritorious 
act when compared with the deliberate 
breach of faith which our contemporary 
approves and recommenda. 



parents and teachers, than are inQioted 
with tho rod in schools on the idle, the 
impudent, and tho violators of rulea. 

But it will bo said that the fact that Bomo 
children are tortured in one way is no 
reaeoit^ why other uhildren should .be tor- 
tured in another;' ''That ia quite triie,'. Bat 
what ia to be done lii this matter of corporal 
punishment? Are teachera to bo bound 
down by h-ird and fast rules, and ia tlio 
efTiciency of the schools to be endangered by 
banishing the otkne from tba[ aobools, or is 
discretion to be left to", the teacher when to 
punish and when to refrain from punishing? 
We strongly incline to the latter alJiirnativo- 
with thia additional safeguard, that tho 
Truateea in the choice of teacliera should 
always give tho preference to tho teachera 
who condnot their schools in the mildest 
way. When it ia once known among tho 
teuchera that readioeaa to punish and undue 
severity in punishing are looked upon by 
Tiusleca aa serious defecta and will bo 
hlcely to stand in tho way of promotion or 
re-engagement, a long stride will bo made 
in the dircolion of reform in this matter of 
corporal punishment in schools. 



CORPORAL PirSISHJilENT. 

We ate that the question of corporal pun- 
ishment in schools ia being again discussed 
in this city. Tho question is admitted to 
be a ilillicult one by tho hvat and most ex- 
perienced cduc-.tioniat3. Those who dog- 
matise on the auhject and talk glibly about 
the ease with which corporiil punishment in 
Hchools can be abolished have no idea of the 
d lliculty of keeping a large number of child- 
ren, many of them badly trained at home, 
in order. Some of tho loudest denouncers 
of corporal puniahmeut in schools, freely 
and by no means judiciously, corporally pun- 
ish their own children at home. Our private 
opinion is that the less fl >gging there is both 
at home and at school the better, but if wo 
were asked if wo believed that tlie rod can 
be safely dUpensed with in the home and in 
tho school, we could not conscientiously aay 
"yea." There are some children upon 
whom moral suasion seems to have no in- 
fluence. They are, it must be remembered, 
by no means juvenile rutE'ins, But it ia 
dreadfully bard for them to be good, 'I'lie 
temptation to violato rulea and to play 
when they ouyht to bo working, ia 
almost invariably too strong for any good 
resolutions they may have formed. The 
application of a cane now and then bos a 
wonderful tCfijot in strengthening the wills 
of iheao wnak little vesaela. And wo arc 
fur from believing that whipping has the 
demoralizing iireot that souic faenliir.eutal 
people would have ua believe. Every one 
knows a few fine fellows who in their day 
had to bear manj a severe caning, and 
dtfiervedly too. But the operation of cuning 
ia not a pleasant one f3r either of the p.irtica 
concerned, and every possible means of 
miintaining discipline and of encouraging 
industry should bo tried before it ia re- 
sorted to. 

The capable teacher who conscientiously 
tries to do without corporal puniblnmnt 
will be fcurpriaed to find how well he or kIic 
auccccda. Wo do not Bay that it can bo 
wholly (lii'peiiL'ed with, but we do suy that 
tho achool can be ao managed that when the 
teacher does find it necesrary to resort to 
tho rod, no one who has any sense will 
complain — tho culprit least of all. 
Children havo a keen acute of ju.stice. 
The boy knows when )io (ic-ierves 
a licking (|uitc na well aa his teacher, and, 
aa a rule, ho takea hia punishment without 
a murmur. The piirent acquiesces in the 
juatice of the punishment, and those who, 
beeidea tho teacher, aro responsible for tho 
good management of the school and its 
cilicionoy sec ita neceasity. 

Corporal punishment should not be in- 
flicted arbitrarily or for every little fault. 
A child should not be punished corporally 
or in auy other way for being dull or stupid. 
It is tho greatest cruelty and injustice to 
punish a child for what appear to bo defecta 
of mind or temperament. The teacher who 
has not diacornment enough to boo whether 
tho baokwardnesa of a boy or girl ia caused 
by idleness or by wont of capacity has mia- 
takcn hia vocation. The forcing eyatcm 
which ia now almoat everywhere in vogue 
is terribly hard on tho dull children. The 
anxiety to got " marks" aud the grief and 
disappointment they feel when they fall be- 
hind in the competition, to say nothing of 
the ohidinga and reproaches of the !n- 
judioioua teacher, do snob children, we are 
satisfied,, much more harm than even tho 
abuse of corporal punishment. There 
are, wo fear, far worse punish- 
inenta iijU'cled on unoll'ending children 
both at home and at school by thoughtlesa 



A PIEGE OF/NEWS. . 

lb is amusing, as well iks humiliating, to 

80-) the stuCT which is sent across the con- 
tinent aa important news, A number of 
feathet-headed, frothy, amall politicians, 
who possci-p no iriluenoo whatever, have 
made a fu.-:s about the postponement of tho 
Redistribution measure. They havo been 
uneh fools as to talk about seceesion. No 
ono in British . Columbia who possesses 
either sense or intelligence attache} the 
slightest importance to what these wind- 
bags auy or do. Hut they havo attracted 
the attention of the spice liar, who lent an 
eaf^er ear to tho gossip of the streets and 
saloons, aud out of it manufactured a long 
telegram, which, with sensational head- 
lines, is given a prominent pl.ioo in respect- 
able iiewapajierti in the cities of tho United 
iStatos, The telegram is a nonsensical 
fahricatinn, and has tho appearance to 
British Columbiana of being a malicious 
hoiix, \Yc are surprised to find that any 
intelligent news editor could be deceived 
by such utter rubbish. The only effect thai 
such telegrams, purporting to contain reli- 
aljle news, havo on those who know the 
circumstances ia to uiiitermine their faith in 
telegraphic news of all kinds and from all 
places. They naturally conclude that if 
such an absurdly untruthful story can be ac- 
cepted aa newa from thia Province other 
stories ecpially absurd ami equally untruth- 
ful must be published from other 'places— 
and tho conclusion is a fair ono. Atrocious 
lies and monstrous exaggerations are tele- 
graphed to tho newapipera and published 
aa news. It is impossible for the news 
editor to reject all thab is false, for what 
may appear to him to bo improbable n:ay be 
a fairstatemont of fact and whatliebeliovesto 
be importiut and inleroating newa may turn 
out bo be wholly dealitutc of truth. The 
only way in which o reform in this niattcr 
can bo biought about ia for respectable 
newspapers to employ none but reliable 
men as correspondents and rigidly to refuse 
the mea-Hgea of persons who have once tie- 
c-rived them. Xewa ui;cnciea, too, should 
promptly punish the uureliablo employe in 
tho way that he can best appreciate.

It is 11 social necessity that they should 
como. Wo should fool surprised and 
slighted if tlipy did not, and wo do not 
dream of shirking tho painful dnty either 
of receiving or of paying visits of condo- 
ieuCa, tiiid yet i Oilbu wonder if it would 
not bo weU to induce a social revolution 
wherein this and several other time hon 
ored customs should bo swept away. 

Time honored indeed, for speaking of 
this matter tho other day to a friend 1 
was told that when Job fell into alflic- 
tion his throo friends at ouco made an 
appointment to meet and make a collcct- 
ivo call of condolence. But — and hero 
please observe tho superiority of discre- 
tion in tho days of .Tob compared with 
ours — having .irrivcd with Job they .sat 
down upon the ground, and for seven 
days and nights nobody spoke a word! 
Now, wo don't have time in this era to 
sit in Bilonco seven days and nights in 
tho preseiico of our friends, but 1 often 
think if our cu.stoni was to go and sit 
soveu minutes, more or less, bo.sido our 
friend and then go away with n iimto 
caress or chisp of tho hand, bow much 
better it would bo than to try to say 
aomctJihirj, and that gonerally tho wrong 
thing.

"It was so good of yon to come; but, 
oil, don't say a word— not one wordl" 
gasped she, and I almost Uterally com- 
plied.

But yet again thoro tiro grief.s oven 
deeper and more sensitive thtin tluit of 
the insulted and deserted wife; there is 
an agony of shattio not to bo shifted to 
other shoulders than ono's very own: 
thoro is a beretivemont kiunvn to all X\v 
world and yet which the sulferer would 
fain bido from oven her own eyes, and 
this is when a woman has too readily 
yielded up ber affections to ono who sim- 
ply amused himself with her easy cre- 
dulity, and when her devotion began to 
pall "ho ki.ssed and rodo awny." livery 
ono in her litllo world kiiow.s the whrjle 
story. Tho miibcioua whisper: ""Well, 
sho throw herself at bisbead. Whatcotdd 
sho expect?" The Irindor hearted ones 
murmur: "Poor tliingl I was afraid ho 
didn't mean anything." And tho sharp- 
est sting of her mortification is that sho 
knows that thoy all knnwind aro scorn- 
ing at her or intj-ing her. Still she can 
bear it bo long a.s nobody says anything, 
bnt they tvilll 

There are sure to bo at least two or 
three well meaning foolsi who want "to 
express their sympathy," who in fact in- 
sist npon doing fo in ggiU of all tho 



wriggles ami pantinusof their victim— as 
huIploHn ua a frog uuiUt a crotchcil stick, 
with II cruel boy nt tho other ond, or, 
mow (ippropriatoly, a frogiu tho clutches 
of a vivisoctioniGt, who Is doterniined to 
lay open tho tlii-obbln(?H of poor froggie's 
ho;irt"ln tho tutoicntaot' liuiuiinityl This 
Bymptithizer bldc^ hor tinio. 8ho waits 
until fiho can pen hor victim In ii corner, 
or penutrato to hex bedroom, or got her 
into a vietoriii or a huggjr where no In- 
terntption ia posalblo, and then sho bo- 
gins: "My dear child, I want to toll you 
how dreadfully sorry 1 am for your dis- 
appoiiitmeut, but how camo you to sup- 
pose Mr. Smith was serious in his utteii- 
tions? Tell me all about it, dear, It 
will comfort your poor heart to speak 
out. Did the man ever really ask you to 
marry him'?" And so on until the do- 
serted damsel ia ready to fling herself 
out of tho veliicle under tho horse's feet 
and feels that the loss of her lover is as 
nothing compared with the shame of be- 
ing pitied and sympathized with. 

Or take tho case of a. man who has 
been horsowliipped or kicked or slapped 
in tho faco by another man stronger and 
bigger and therefore braver than him- 
self. Ho doesn't want to know that his 
friends are sorry for him! He would 
much rather bo auli'erod to imagino tliat 
thoy hadn't lioard of it, and yet there arc 
plenty of thick skiiini'd idiots who will 
on tho first opportunity ru.sh up to him 
with outstretched hand: 

"My dear fellow, I want to tell you 
how indignant I am at tho way thai 
bruto treated yonl Fairly kicked yon 
down tho steps of the clnbhonse, they 
tell iiiel Just liko tlicso great hiilkiii j 
beasts Avho think, becaiiso they aro big 
and strong, a littlo ftdlow liko yon or nie 
ninst give in to all their insolence!" 

Probably tho man thus apostrophized 
at onco iiieasurcs tho other "Uttle fel 
low" with his cyo and monttdly docid' S 
that ho can tlirash him at least and will 
do so on tho first opportunity. 

Among my acquaintances on one side 
or tho other of tho water I am proud to 
include a lady whoso father was hung' 
and justi}' so, for murder. Of course tin 
most of her friends painfully avoidei 
any subject within riflo shot of tlu 
subject, but I heard that moro than one 
well meaning porsou bad attempted fn 
sipnjiathizo rviih /a r and thereby nearl.^ 

Or think of a niotber v.dioso son bus 
committed somo shameful criino anil i,- 
either a fugitive from justice or is suffer 
ing ber penalties. Fancy any sympathy 
even tho most delicate being anj-tliiii;- 
hut an ofTciiso to such a sufferer, li 
fact, thoro is no lovo npon whoso death 
it is not safer to count than upon that ol 
a mother. It is positively iudeslruclibli.', 
and I havo never found ;inyoihi r class 
of love to which that word would tipply 
Cert:iiiily some wives havo loved some 
husbands, some iiiaidons havo loved some 
lovers, somo wuiiieii have loved some 
men "not wisely, but loo well," through 
good report and ill, tbiough fortune and 
misfortune, cruelty and kindness, faith- 
fulness and unfaithfulness, oven to the 
hitter end, but this unreasoning con- 
stancy cannot bo i)rcdicted of wives or 
haucecs or mistresses as a rule. Much 
dcjiends npon the individuaL 

But bi the caso of mothers it is the 
rule, cspeciaJly as regards hor sons. The 
bad buy may develoi) into tho unmiti- 
gated scamp, tho profligtito, tho villuhi, 
tho jailbird, but though sho may be 
diiveu to discard biui, to banish him 
from her sight, to dccbaro that sho no 
longer calls him son, there is always at 
the core of her heart an nudyiiig (lame of 
lovo, a diviiio forgivoness tind [lily and 
longing that sho could not if she would 
quench or destroy. Let tho sinner but 
reach his mother's feet, let him never so 
clumsily plead, "Mother, I hnvesuined- 
ob, forgive inu!" and his pardon is as- 
sured. Even though her judgment, In-r 
reason, her conscience, sternly condeiii;i 
liini, that mother love of hers will rise uji 
and drown them all in the torrent of ii s 
dcatbli'ss force. 

In the Scripture story it is sot forth as 
a iiieiiiorahlo thing that tho futlicr of 
tho prodigal son forgave him. It is not 
oven mentioned tluit hi.s mother did, for, 
not to be irrovcrout, "that goes without 
saying." Doubtless she had forgiven liim 
long before ho set out for home, ami 
indeed it is probablo enough that it was 
tho telepatb.y of her lovo and forgiveness 
that induced him to relintiuish his foul 
living and return. 

■Well, then, is it not obvious that with 
sncli lovo as this in tho backgi-ound no 
mother will p;itiently accept symiiatby 
for her son's uiiadeoiK:' It will only anger 
her and rouse hor to defend him even 
though no defense be possible. If she is 
a womanish sort of woman, sho will prob- 
ably adopt tho "tu qnoiiiio" form of ro- 
Bentracnt and say: "Ye.s, I know Ilarry 
has donoa foolish thing, but it Jiroso en- 
tirely from his dosiro to help and shiidd 
a friend. You must rcmembGr all young 
men aro not like your John, always con- 
sidering what is best for his own inter- 
ests." 

If sho is not womanish, but womanly, 
tho best you can oxpuct is, "Thiink you, 
but this is a subject upon which I do not 
wish to talk." 

I was onco speaking with a lady in 
Loudon who.-ioaon h;id just been pursued 
and brought back from tho continent 
under a charge of aggravated breach of 
trust when another lady came up and 
took hor hand with a nmrimir of "D(^ar 
Mrs. Blank.Iwant lo tell yoti how sorr\- 
I am" — "What! You havo heard of it 
already I" exchiimed Mrs. Blanj^, with a 
smile iiko tho flash of a bayonet. Then 
half turning to mo sho continued: "1 
havo lost my coachman, yon know. Ac- 
tn.ally tho poor fellow dropped dead in 
tho stables this morning, and I nm per- 
fectly betirtbrok-on. Tho best old soul 
that ever held a whip. He was my 
father's coaobman and actually put mo 
on the first pony 1 ever rode. But 1 
can't think how yon hoard of it so goon, 
my dear, e.vcept that I believe you make 
it a point to gather every bit of news 
th.at is Stirling, don't yonV xVnd with 
tips neat littlo lilow in tho face Jfrs. 
Blank sailed away, leaving hor would bo 
sympathizer gasping. 

But there is no need of nwolHng tho 
list of casfiB where tho truoKt t'.ymimth\- 
is cxirt-eefMjd by uppiireut li;noninco of 
anycauMfor eympafcUy. Every pemon 



of delicacy or a si>iisltlvo organiz.ition 
will recogiiizo Bucb ciises for themsolvcs/ 
and to thoBo v.dio are not dolicato and 
Beusitivo In tl.vir own personality no 
amount of teaching will elleot tho ob- 
joofc .3 Yoti cannot .train a.rhinocero8 into 
a thin slitnnod Arab ' stood, nor a odotus 
bito a Ronslllvo plant. .Most jipoplo and 
most things dio very much what thoy 
uro born, imd tho clumsy Byiiipathizers no 
doubt will ejtiat when tho world ceases, 
.^ust ns it did wlion it began to bo. 

But tlioio aro cases, and plenty of 
them, whore truo nnd tender sympathy 
Is liko tho very dew of heaven upon tho 
parched nnd drooping flowers. There 
aro tender souls that long for sympathy, 
just as a littlo chUd holds up its hurt 
finger fot every one . to "kiss and mnlco 
well." To sach porsoiia, and to sorrow 
of tho ordinary outspoken sort, with no 
tiiigo of shamo about it, let ua give sym- 
pathy with fi freo and generous hand. 
But, above all, let it bo tho right hind 
of sympathy. It ia in many cases, if not 
in nil, moro blessed to givo than to rc- 
ceivo, and this applies to gifts of sympa- 
thy quitu as much as to more tangible 
matters. 

I once knew a lady who said she h;id 
been to church all her life, but had not 
been able to acquire grace sufRcient to 
enjoy being pitied by anybody for any- 
thing. Of course this was pride, and 
prido is naughty,- Init very universnl. 
bouiotiuics it takes tbo form of amour 
propro, which is something a littlo dif- 
ferent from self love, although that is 
tho only English equivalent for tho 
phrase. But nnn nir propro is <i very deli 
cuto thing to handle. SomotiniGS it is 
hurt by being touched; Fdim limes it is 
still moro hurt bj' being let alone; sonie- 
timessuch a person as this wants to ho 
sympathized with, and yet is irritably 
watchful lest tho symp.-itliy they ilo- 
mand should socm to place them at fault 
for their luisfortiino. 

You say to such a ono, "How could 
you trust that man when every ono Bai<l 
he was dishonest?" and tho sufferer near- 
ly flics in your face ■with tho assertion 
that sho is no moro credulous than other 
people; bnt, etc. 

It is, inono word, a very dangerous and 
delicate matter cither lo givo or receive 
sympathy, and nil I can say is, remem- 
ber, liko fire, water and gunpowder, it is 
a good tiling so long a.", you know how to 
managoit, but if you don't — ^for heaven's 
sake, let it alone.

•Mrnt tlie swiftest rider is buwildoro<l. Tho 
bird seems to raise the head, shrut,' its 
shoulders, and with scarcely a feeling of 
interest in tho chase it Jurit simply jiv, a[iB 
time for dl'itance like a lelephi.ne.

Von taico 
a saeic of i-io H in a hag and start out after 
a bird th.it seems to Lag a httlo, and if 
you know how and also have a litlh' salt 
to ])ut on the tail of the bird you are as 
liable to secure him inside of abi week.s 
as you would lie on Irirseback. 

Tlie lirst imjiorter of <Jsi,richos to A mer- 
ica told me liiat ho gut tiuiiii od'tbe boat 
at San Diego and pat them in flio corral, 
but in his gIadno8.s of being again on land 
an old gent ostrich kicked down a quar- 
ter of a mile of stone wail and escaped. 
So did tho others. They snw no reastni 
why tliey should remain, and so thi'y 
wont also, di.':liknig as they did the ljusi- j 
jjcasuf laying lurgB warm eggs at $12.50 1 



each with no freedom. It took that year 
to recover tho birds. This is as awkward 
13 raising pineapples on my upright fanu 
11 North Carolina. Making a btudy of 
tho canned pitioajjplo only, I knew very 
little of it as a aliriib and did not know 
until rocontly whether it was a citrus or 
deciduous fruit. J have theref(jro been 
taken advantage of by dealers, \ now see, 
and hiive in fact boon trying to graft the 
Khode Island Greening on.tiie Jack piuo. 

Tho ostrich can eat objects larger than 
the neck, which seems impossible. Big 
heets or mangels are used for food as well 
as gr.ain. These mangels grow to tlie 
si;'.o'ofa person's thigh (1 decline to give 
the person's name), And with a hatchet^ 
—an ostrich halchit — the owner chojis oil' 
the big end of tho beet and tosses it to 
the bird, who swallows it entirely whole. 
You see it as it goes down tho neck, 
sometimes before and then again on tlio 
side or back of the neck, like a traveling 
tmiior, till it strikes the gi/.zard of this 
beautiful songster. 

One of the female birds laid a set of 
cro([uet balls for tho editor of the jiaper 
here and then began on a big Easier jab 
tho following week. With a bottle of 
diamond dye and a quart » of cracked 
wheat she would surprise even poojilo 
who have lived in New York and who 
know almost overyt hiiiL;. 

The birds are L;iiod to eat, and the sec- 
ond joir.t will relieve the pangs of hunger 
for luairs.

CrcuBe without a jury on Friday, April W- 
The AitorneyGenerHl, Hon, Iheodort 
Davie, Q C , appeared with Mr. JiP. WalU 
for the plaintiff ; MesBro. E. .y. Bodvell, 
Thornton Fell and E. G. Hall for the d. 
fondant. 

The Attorney-General, in opening the 
case, Buid that tho suit was to set aside a 
will and rescind a probate. Tho will was 
made by Sunjuel Adams, deceased, a wnrk- 
ingman and a bachelor, who, for a man iu 
his station of life, had aocumuUted con- 
siderable property conaieting of lot liO'J, 
Victoria City, and buiUliaga thereon, be- 
aidea $2,200 or thercabnuts in tho aaviiigf 
bank. The will was dated the Uth Novem- 
ber, 1891. Ho died ou November 18 unci 
no time was lost in obtaining probate of thi 
will, which was iahued on the 2-llh Novem- 
ber. Tho testator wua a man of very ud 
vanced ago, being upwards of S'.i at tlu 
time. of hia (ItuUi. He luui two uephewa ii; 
Euglund, one of wlioiii ia the plaintilV, anc 
to whom ho had frequently written, iutiinat- 
ing hia intention of leaving his property Id 
him. He had also told a number ot friencU 
in Victoria of his intention to leave hit 
property to his nephe»i' in England, whc 
wua pni.r and in cli atituto ciri uinstancea 
On the 9th of November, 1891, tho deceased 
was found in his cabin by a close acquiiint- 
ance, oneof the witnesses, Geo. Barrett, and iit 
this time WHS very feeblo and very sick. 
The next day tho defendant came to tlie 
cabin and suggested to Barrett and to other 
friends of tho deceased that it would be 
better if deceased were to bo taken to hia 
(MoBeath's) house and cared for by himself 
and hia wife. Thia was objected to by the 
decoaaed, bat he waa finally prevailed upun 
to go to McBeath's, which he did ou 
November 10. Deceased at that time woa 
scarcely conacioua and very weak, but it 
appears that next duy ho made his will, 
leaving everything to the defendant, who 
waa not a relative, nor yet very oloaely ac- 
quainted with the deooaaed— and thia not- 
withstanding the faot that deceased had 
some time before signed a document, tho 
intention of which was to leave all his pro- 
perty to his nephew, the present plaintiff. 

It appears that the defendant drew the 
money from the savings bank, and with it, 
at an expense of aniiio SI,. SOD, erected an- 
other house on lot 202, aud it would also bo 
shown that about a year ago ttio defendant 
had contracted to sell the lot and houses 
thereon for $8,000. After deducting tho 
price of building tho now house, there 
would still bo a balance drawn from the 
sayinga bank of nearly §1,000, or a total 
estate in his hands us eomiut; from deceased 
of nearly $9,000. Yet on December 2S, 
IS'Jl, in conveying tho first intimation to 
the plaintiCT ot liis uncle's death, tho de- 
fendant writes tho following letter : 

"DjiAR Siii :— I drop you these few lines 
to let you know of Air. Samuel Adama' 
death, which occurred at my homo on the 
18 th day of November, 1891. I have been 
a particular good friend of his and always 
with him when I could. So ho came to live 
with me. So I will toll you how he left 
what property ho had. Well, about seven 
years ugo he proniiacd it all to me, what 
little waa left after all the doctor'a feea uud 
funeral and nurse's expenses was paid and 
lawyer's expenses. So what little was l^ft 
' I am in posaeasion of it, by will, which the 
' lawyers made out in my favor some time 
-ago. So all ia settled now and I am in pos- 
Sb^aiou of what '"t;ln was left^ 

•'I am yours truly, 

"D, McBeatii." 

The Attorney-General continued that it 
was claimed by the plaintiff iu thia action 
that tho will wua obtained through undue 
influence, uud, conacqueutly, the uotion waa 
brought to set it aside. 

The first witness called was tho plaintiff, 
Thomas AduniB, a man of advanced age. 
He swore that he waa a nephew of the de- 
ceased, whom he had seen last in 1S48 iu 
London, England. ThepIaintifF was at that 
time a seafaring apprentice and his uncle 
was earning £100. Plaintifif produced hia 
own certificate of baptism. His father, a 
' brother of the testator, Thomas Adams, 
died when witnesa was eight years of ago. 
The other brothora and sisters of his father 
were Margaret, who died three or four 
years ago unmarried ; Samuel, the testator; 
Taylor, who died when a young man; Jane, 
who also died without issue ; and Pru- 
dence, who was married and lived at Mel- 
bourne, Australia. Ho had heard that she 
(Prudence) wua dead and had left some 
children. Witnesa hud received aevorul 
lotterH from hia uncle, tho testator, uU of 
which letters he now produced. The first 
w-miiitod 25th of 0;;tober, 1S78, and ia as 
follows :] 

'• Dear Sir :— After you read this and 
ace who it ia from, I expect that you will 
bo surprised to know that I am still in the 
land of the living jet. It ia about aix uud 
thirty years since you saw mo in London. 
I have rambled considerable since then, both 
on tho East and West Coaats of the I'acilic 
Ocean, and also to many of the principal 
ialunds in tho Pacific. I have been twice 
to China, once to Japan, once to the Dutcli 
East Indies, twice to the West Indies and 
three times to Chili. I lived seven years in 
Valparaiso. 1 have been in San It'rauciaco 
many times, but never remained there long. 

"About six weeka ago I came up here from 
California. The printing busineas has got 
to be 80 bad there, I thought I would try 
thia place, but I find it is no better here 
than in Sau Francisco. Printers' wages are 
aa good now in New York, or any of the 
JBastern States, as in California. A man 
c^n live in New York for half what it costs 
in San Francisco, and clothing is about 
♦ .venty fivo per cent, dearer iu California 
than in Now York. There aro two daily 
pupera published here, and also a small joli 
oliioo, but tho work ia all done by boys 
v''*'i two men in each of. the newspaper 
'OfiSccs. 

'• V ictoriu ia a very hundeoino place for u 
town, and a good climate, but few inhubit- 
ants. The popululion ia about five thousand, 
conaiating of Europeana, Chinceo anil 
Indiana, und very little money in circula- 
tion. 1 intend lemuining here for two or 
fclir en ninntlip; aomething may turn up for 
me by that time. 

"i tvi/uid iiho to hoar from you and know 
how you and your lirother William aro get- 
tine o". what vo follow for a living, ami 
also what family you have. I hope you 'yvill 
not think I am too inquisitive in asking you 
theau questions. I have a particular reason 
for doti'g BO. If you think it is right to 
give me information I want in this, well and 
jjood, but if you think olhersviae, let it not 
trouble you, and think no more about it. 
If you anawer thia I will expect a true arid 
honest account, of yourself and brother, 
how you are situated and what you are do- 
ing for n living. I wi'l now conclude with 
■asny, many wishes for your health and 
liiippmtau, and bf Ueve me lo bej 

"Samoei. Adams." 

The plaintiff stated th..i no nun uubwei-oil 
th'3 letter hut after ao doing had changed 
hia addrnsa and tbn next letter ho got w.u 
dated March IS, 1S81, it being as follows: 

"I expect you think that I have forgotten 
yoH altogether as you have not heard from 



me for/the last five years, but I assure you 
It is nbt,.a,0'.fdr thero is no day passes nie 
'hat I. do not think of you. I wrote to you 
about twelve months ago, to let you know 
I hat I havQ given up travelliug, and re- 
turned to Victoria again, with the intention 
of rambling no more. I directed my letter to 
your old address, 102 St. Paul's Road, Che- 
shire, Eng., but the letter was returned to nie 
A-ith the words " Gone, no address," writ- 
en on it. I then wrote to your brother 
William about you, aud requested him to 
lend me your address, but ho said he did 
not know anything about you or whore you 
lived. I wrote him again and gave him 
your Eon-in-law'a name, James Hatfield, 
printer, and told him if ho would go to uny 
of tho printing ollices in the neighborhood 
and inquire for him ho could theu get your 
address and send it to -ne. Ho wrote to ine 
again uud said he waa laid up with the 
rheumatism and wua not able to go, but ho 
said the first time he saw you ho would let 
you know I waa back again in Victoria. 

" Dear nephew, I am very anxious to 
heur from you und to know how you are 
getting ulong. It might bo to you or your 
eon's udvuntago for mo to have your ad- 
dress, for I am now well up iu years. I wua 
7G years old lust Jr.nuary, but niy health ia 
good ; I am smart and uctivo on my feet 
yet for a man of my ago, thanks to Al- 
mighty God for all Hia mercies to me. I 
will bo very glad to hear from you u 
know how you aro getting on, ond also how 
your son is getting ulong, and if he is atill 
in business for himaelf, uud if ho ia married. 
You did not give me tho Chriitian uumea of 
your son und daughter iu your letter. I 
iiuvo a little property here, but no friend oi 
relation to leave it to at my death. It is 
worth looking after, for V^iotoria ia aure to 
become a largo place in a few yeara more. 
If I can hear from you I will then give you 
all tho partioulara about myself and this 
place." 

I'laintiCf then produced other letters, ex- 
traota from which are as follows : 

"July 25, 1884— If you should change 
your place of residence at any time, you 
will be eure to let me know, for it will be 
necessary for mo to have it always, and if 
anything should go wrong with me I will 
lot you know it also ; but if it ia the Lord's 
will that 1 should outlive you, it will also 
be necessary for me to know your son and 
daughter's place of residence ; tho place can 
be sold after my death if there is none of 
your family here before then, and the 
money sent to you if you aro living, and if 
not, to your son and daughter. There will 
be no necessity for you to trouble youraelf 
about writing to me after you receive thia, 
aa I have your address now, unless you 
wish to do 80." 

" August 22, IHH t —1 have given you all 
the purticulura about myself and this place 
in my last, uud you may bo sure that I will 
do what I have promiaod you. Now, as 
you have no one but yourself to support, I 
think you ought to got along very well, uud 
be satisfied with the situation you have now 
got. There is no use in your thinking of 
coming out to thia country, for you could 
do no good here. There will bo no necea- 
aity for you to write to me again, aa you 
now know what my intentions are, unleaa 
you should change your place of rosidcnco." 

" August 2, ISSG — I hope you don't think 
I have lorgottou you, as 1 do not write oc- 
cusionally to you ; but you may bo aure I 
do uot, for you are seldom out of my niiud. 
I do not correspond with uny of my old 
uc(|naiiitutice3 ; I am too old for that now." 

"January 7, 1SS7— I am very thankful to 
Mr. and Mrs. Hultield for their kindness in 
getting you to have their portraits taken 
and aent out to me. I will not forget that 
to you and them. I thought that there was 
no person now living that ever beatowed a 
thought on mo but youraelf and my poorold 
sister Margaret, but I see by yours that I 
liavo been mistaken." 

"August 24, 1887— Unimportant, mere 
friendly letter. 

"Juuuury 2, 1888— Acknowledges receipt 
of plaintilTs portrait, also expresses regret 
at not writing sooner. 

"October 18, 1S8S-I am not able to walk 
about the town ua 1 used to do two years 
ago. I urn gutting old now, and also very 
deaf since I got tho rheuuiutio puina in niy 
head. 1 am now cloae on to Si yeara of uge." 

"April 21, 1889 — Unimportant, friendly 
letter, except that he suya ho is glad that 
pluintitr haa got into ' .i.-.u ikjUiu u.iiLiiu- 
tiou" uud that wua all 'le (pl.uiitiir) wuuckI 

"March 2, 1S9I»— II'"''>ioor*nnt, auya u 
few old acquaintances call to see him. 

"Decemutr 2, 1890 — Unimportant, more 
congratulations re Sailors' Home. 

"March ;"), 1891 — Unimportant, except 
• * I am atill troubled with rheumatic 
pains in my hands and feet. I cannot walk 
out about town. I have boon confined to 
tlie house nearly all wiuler, but I have to 
go out occasionally to the butcher's, grocer's 
and b.iker'a." 

"July 21, 1891—1 think I have no rela- 
tion now living that ever disposed a thought 
on mo but you. * * saya that you (plain- 
till) is very _^ortunate for getting into that 
institution, and that he will never want 
anything for life, also inquires ro brother 
'Willium,' also wishes to getbisson-in-law'a 
uddieas aa he had a particular reason for 
wanting to know it, and says : 'I have no 
viaitora oomirig to see me.' 

After all tiieso letters, the first intimation 
that witnesa received of hia uncle's death 
wua a notice he saw in tho Liverpool Post of 
u letter written by H. T. Williams, of Vic 
toria. At thia time be wua an inn)atc of the 
Aged und Infirm Sailora' Home ut I'lgremonl 
near Liverpool. Thia institution provided 
food and olollied him. At Urat the direc- 
tors of the institution bud decided that he 
wua .unt to oome here, but they finally cou- 
Bcnted to hia I'oming for the purpose of 
claiming his rights. After seeing tho notice 
in the newspaper ho rojeived from tho do 
fcndaut the letter which had been read in 
opening the case. ^ 

Cross-examined by Mr. Bodwell : Wit- 
ness produced copy of the advertisement 
which hud brought him out. Mr. Kiraop 
sent him money to come out. The commit- 
tee were not willing for him to come at 
first. The inatitulioii wua entillad t.u what 
he miglit get out of the suit uflor miikiiig 
duo allowance for witneaaea four children 
who are nlive. It wua understood that he 
would give the inatitution all of it, but that 
the children and igrandchildron were to be 
remembered. 

Continuing ; I have everything provided 
for luii at tlio Home. 1 inlorn.od my brotluir 
William of the fact that I waa coming 
over. My uncle know that I waa 
installed in tho home. I never 
corresponded with my aunt in Melbourne 
My Uncle Samuel wus tho first to write ti 
mo. I cannot tell whether I'rudeiice'a 
children are dead or alivo. Margaret died 
in Uuhlin. She corresponded with Samuel 
and ho aent her a pittance now and llieu. 
Ho thought^tuore of her than of mo. I never 
saw a^y of his letters to her. My uncle 
never auKgeatfd to me that he was coing to 
leave his property to, Margaret. ^Ir. Kir- 
aop has no interest in the result of this 
action. I waa - poor and helpless when I 
went into'the home. Mr. Kiraop is paying 
my expenses here. I wrote to my uncle 
about condng out here, but he did not en- 
i nurugo me, I cannot say if he ever took 
offence at any of . my letters. : He never 
seemed to, I arrived -here on the ':25Ui of 
November. I answered ' all my unole's 
letters. I wrote of tenor to him than he to 



mo. Sometimes it would be six months bo- 
fore I wrote to him. I did not answer Mo- 
Beath's' letter, Mr. R. T. Williams baa no 
interest in this action. He ia a witness. I 
did not see how I could withdraw this 
action without consulting my witneaaes. 

Qenrgn Barrett deposed that ha waa aoar- 
penter und knew deceased for twenty yearo 
or more. On Monday, November 0, 1891, 
in consequence of what', Mrs. Rivera told 
him, he went to the bouse of deceased and 
after some timeniade him hear. sHe crawled- 
to tho door with diffioalty, continued the 
witness, and let me in. . He bad nbthiog on 
but hia shirt, and had a black eye as if he 
had fallen. I got him into bed and went for 
Dr. Milne, who said that the man waa very 
low aud he feared that tho clock was nearly 
run down. I got tho thinga that wore re- 
(luired and atayed with him all that night. 
Ho Buid ho had not been out of the house 
since -tho Friday previous. He waa very 
weak. He had to be fed and attended to 
about every twenty minutes or half hour. 
Tho evening of tho sumo day defendant came 
to the house. About 7 o'clock on Tuesday 
morning ho came uguin und said he would 
stay till noon so aa to relieve mo. Several 
of deceuaed's other frienda had oome there 
also, including George Kiraop. At noon I 
returned and found the defendant atill 
there, und I suggested taking Adams to the 
hospital, where ho would got properly 
nuraed. MoBeuth said "No; I will take 
him to my house ; ho hua agreed lo go with 
me." I thought that waa a very good plan 
and wanted Adunia to go, but he did not 
seem willing to do so. Finally, with Mr. 
Kirsop'a perauaaion and that of Dr. Milne, 
ho agreed to be moved, We then got a car- 
riage and took Adama down to McBcath'a 
house. Thia wus on Tuesday, the 10th of 
November. Towards the latter end of the 
week I went to defendant's house ami saw 
Adams. He was in bed with his eyes closed. 
I waited until ho opened his eyes und then 
I stooped down and he recoi;niz'jd me, und 
usked mo to lift him up. 1 did so. Ho was 
very weak and immediately dozed oil'. I 
remember deceased showing mo a photo of 
hia nephew's family. I often spoke to him 
about hia nephews in Liverpool. 

Croes-examincd : Deceaaed did not care 
much about viaitors. He always wanted to 
pay for any service done for him, and even 
when I did little aervices for him like pick- 
ing fruit, ho would want to pay me. I 
never saw Mobeath and Adams together 
much. Ho was an intelligent man, well in- 
formed, but rather ohitinato. \Vo really 
had to force him to go to McBeath'a. Ho 
did not want to go. It might bo that he 
called McBeath " Mac." I never heard him 
aay that if ho went anywhere he would go 
to Mac's. He could not stand up without 
assiatance. On Sunday ho had a black eye 
and ho told mo that ho had fallen about the 
room. 

George Kirsop called : 1 knew deceased 
for over twenty yeara. Wus his neighbor 
for about twelve years, tho property on 
which wo lived adjoining. Suw him 
ou Tuesday, 10th cf November, 1891, 
with Mr. MoDoaald. Ho appeared to be 
sleeping. McHeuth, tho defendant, wus 
taking charge of him. This was about 10 
a m. Defendant said ho wanted deceased 
to go down to his house and hia wife would 
take oaro of him. I. agreed that tho best 
thing would bo for him to go to Mc- 
lieath'a bouse. I told MoUoath that 
the old man had not yet uiudo hia 
will, and that he had promised me for the 
last three or four years to get it made ; 1 
told the defendant that all deceased pro- 
perty had to go to his nephew iu Liverpool; 
deceaaed often told me that he wanted all 
bis property to go to hiaLiverpoolnephewa, 
aa they were poor ; he told ma that the 
family of his sister lived in Melbourne, but 
they were well off and did not want it ; he 
kept putting off making his will until he 
was better ; I told deceased it Was better 
for him to go to McBoith'g ; deceaaed said 
" I don't want to go." He said "George," 
meaiung Barrett, " is a good nurse and ho 
will take caro of ir.e." He wi.uld not con- 
sent to go and I wi-nt home lu got my din- 
ner ; he could suy viiy l.tlle niore than yea 
and no ; I did nearly all the talking; he 
waa very deaf ; I went tiuek to Adams' 
house that afternoon and he bml gone ; I 
did not go to McBi:ath'a to aee Ad uns us 1 
wua aick myself; I wrote lo ti.o plaiiitifT 
aud told him tho condition of tho property. 

Croaa examined : I heard two or three 
duya after the burial that a will had been 
made. I comnuiidcated with tho plaintiff. 
I am responsible for a aharo of tho expenses 
of tho action. I am also responsible lor the 
pluintifTa board. I was the means of bring- 
ing Adams out from California in 1872. He 
apoke to me with afTection of his sister and 
sent herSlOO a year. Shediedabouttwelveor 
fourteen monthsbaforehedid. Wbendeccaeed 
wus well I would say to him, " come down 
now and have your will made." Ho would 
always suy to wait and when he was sick he 
would suy " wait until I am well." He fell 
down on the Friday preceding the day he 
was taken from the house. He told my sis- 
ter the Bume day that ho had posted a letter, 
but I can't say whom ho pooled it to. 

Adama was tho one who first commenced 
to talking about making a will. Barrett 
used to visit hint, i buw McUeuth there ou 
Sunday when tho apples were ripe. 

Thomaa Moflatt depoeed that deceased 
frci|Uontly spoke to him about leaving hia 
property to hia nepbow in Liverpool who 
waa poor. 

The court then adjourned until Saturday 
at 11 a 111. 

The first witnesa called when the court re- 
aaaembled, was 

Mra. Lena Ilognn, who said: I knew the 
house where S. Adama lived, though I waa 
not acquaiiilfd with liiin ; I liinight from 
Mr. McBoath in Decendier, 1891, from the 
house some furniture, firewood aud atoves ; 
§10 and $10, a month's rent in advance ; 
atayed until April ; saw loiters and papers, 
but did not pick them up ; the man burnetl 
everything up when cleaning tho house ; I 
don't know who the man was j Mr. Mc- 
Beath sent him ; some letters were on the 
sholf where the clock waa, and aomo in a 
cuplioard with the diahes ; there were 
newapupera und written papers, envelopes ; 
all papers were burned ; 1 paid $10 for 
atove, wood and furniture; everything in 
tho house — a gooil bargain. ■ 

t>oaa examined by Mr. Fell : It was be- 
tween the Ifith and 20lh of Dei;embcr, tho 
day I got tlio houau from Mr. McBeath ; I 
left buck F,ihl, the IStli Novcndier ; iny 
name was (Jlcbe ; that wua the luinie Mr. 
MolSeath knew ; that wua tho firat time 1 
Wiia th"re ; a man in a second 
h.uul store aent nin to McBeutli ; I don't 
know hia name. I went to the factory ami 
aaw iMcBeath, and when I went there he 
cinie later on ; I don't think 1 wus (luartor 
of an hour before ho came ; a man waa thoro 
clearing up ; I ilidn't aee the rooms at that 
time. 1 came back between 1 and 2 ; I wua 
there firat ; the nmn was still there and a 
lady ; tho man wua taking furniture out ; 
there was a fire going ou both visits ; the 
papers were burning on tho first time ; I 
didn't road any, but I saw it was written in 
pen and ink, Tho man was sorting the 
furniture; what Mr. McBeath wanted ho 
put in tho yard. I would not be able to 
pick out tho man ; cannot remember any- 
thing about him. I oommonced to move in 
my atufT tlio same day after I paid the rent 
in the afternoon ; there- were some trunks 
at the house but not insido before the man 
stopped. None of my stuff was unpacked 



before the man stopped ; I wanted imme- 
diate posaeasion but I couldn't get it ; the 
house was empty when I moved in ; I could 
not recognize any of tlie papers again ; there 
was a lady there the seoond time and my 
own daugnter ; I didn't aee any children. 

R. T. VVilliams deposed: Know deceased, 
Samuel Adams, well for about 25 yeara, 
The firat time I met him waa in 1879, in 
Sacramento. He afterwards came here, 
lived on Johnson street, aud afterwards on 
7ie;(» street; Hived one ; and a half blocks 
from him. < ? Saw him ia Angnst and Septem- 
ber, 1801, nearly every ''day.'; In August or 
about the begintting of September, I tbissed 
hini, called at> his house and foiind nim very 
ilL Conversed with him, .'as^ far^'as hia 
health was conoeined, etc' Had talks for a 
number of years and he iold me he Intended 
to leave his property to relatives in Liver- 
pool. In September on one occasion he 
pulled out an abstract of a will in his own 
handwriting on poper of small and unusual 
ai/.e, leaving what he had to Ibos, Adams. 
Ho said he was Ido ill and would leave it. I 
put it into ink; he said uot to send. a lav/- 
yer as he would be in town. I read this 
pencil document. I advised him to see a 
lawyer uud ho said ho would. It 
wua about two monllia before hia death. 
I copied what he had in pencil in ink und 
witnessed it, charging tho beginning aud 
end of it eo as to thow it wus witnesaad; 
und ho signed it und I witneaaed it. I met 
him a week ot so afterwards and he said be 
had been to aomo legal man but hud not 
found him in. I pinned tho pencil docu- 
ment to my copy und he replaced the two 
undc r the euahion ot hia chair. There were 
no pupera under the euahion that I noticed. 
I ulwuya observed hia papers were orderly, 
a very methodical man, but exceedingly 
"close." I think if he could huvo got the 
will cheaply it would have been doiic. Ho 
was at my house frtqueritly; ho would como 
to tho olfico on his way to town. When 
Adama wus very ill, in September, McBeath 
cume in. Had never seen him before, but 
Adama told mo his name. 1 don't think he 
wua a cloae ucquuirtunco of the deceaaed. 
Deceaaed more often spi'ke of "George," 
meaning G. Barrett. His firat sick- 
ness was in August uud Septem- 
ber. I only aaw McBeuth there 
tbeonoo, at deceased's, in the evening. Saw 
deceased half an hour or so before they 
moved him. Several parties were there ; I 
thiak Barrett or MoBeath. He aaid he was 
very ill and they intended to move him.- I 
aaid : " Dent yen think it will be better 
for you?" He replied: "No; 1 don't 
want to go." He was very deaf. De- 
ceased had letters there and read letters to 
me— some from a sister that died. Don't 
know whether ho had money in tho house, 
except that ho oU'erod to pay me for what I 
had dono for him out of money he had in 
hia box. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Bodwell : Ho 
accepted my favors. Had known him 
twenty-five yeara. Ho wanted to piy me ; I 
don't draw any inference, I have done lots 
of little thinga for him, repairing book.i, 
etc. I don't know of anything I did for 
him but what he wanted to pay for. Ho 
wus independent, hud travelled a great deal 
and read conaiderablo ; but for tho 
lust two yeara I looked upon' tho 
old man as in his dolagr, from old 
age aud infirmity; his whole manner had 
that bearing. I took un interest iu the old 
num. I certainly should have drawn thut 
will„if 1 hud uot thought ho was in his 
dotage. For thut reaaon I advised him lo 
go lo u lawyer, or thut 1 would bring one to 
him. I took interest in him es ho wua of sim- 
ilar ago to my own father. He aaid when 
hia health wus better he would bo clearer 
mentally. Hia features, bearing and mode 
of living indicated dotage. Ten years ugo 
he lived better; was more careful about hia 
food, etc. I waa there ropeatf diy. Ho wr.a 
84 years of age. He would live on bread 
instead of properly prepared meats. He 
would pick up and save useleaa thiiiga 
— and was methodical to a degree, 
or beyond a degree— saving things 
which should have been destroyed. 
Ho had a number of old sacks of apples and 
kept them iu hia bedroom. And the fact of 
hia keeping valuables in the house, which 
might induce people to kill him. On my 
oath, I believe the man to have been in his 
dotugc. Noticed it in the luat year. of bis 
lif J ; ujore particularly in August or 
September ; there waa a material oliunge in 
hia condition by September. I merely 
copied the will putting in a proper heading 
aud ending to it ; he told mo he had had it 
for sdme months. Thia might he indicative 
of two, three or four months I waa anxious 
that ho ahould make a will ; 1 thought it 
was only juat thut a will should bo made in 
favor of his relative. He would bring 
the question up himself und re- 
fer to hia relatives, saying he 
intemliMl to leave hia jiroperty to then}. 
Ho hjioke about il aa fur bicl; ua 1878 ; our 
converaationa would end by hia rtferring to 
the necessity for a wilt ; he told me his aia- 
Icr had died ; I only recidlect Thomaa being 
mentioned iu the will ; I certainly agreed 
with the idea of moving him to McBeath'a 
house— in fact, to uny houae ; I don't why 
McBeath came ; they talked juat ua uny 
casual aci|uaintancea would : I didn't hear 
anything abrjiit a will after ho dieil ; I 
didn't aet the oihoial administrator in mo- 
tion ; I spoke to bim ; I did not know a will 
waa drann ; he told Ibe a will waa filed ; 
he said he would file a caveat, but 
there would be expenaea; I said i had 
nothing to do with that j I don't know that 
tliero waa a caveat ; I sent the advertise- 
nient (enclosed) to the Liverpool Diily 
I'Dst, ; I don't remember the date I sent it ; 
when I wrote that document I didn't know 
uriytbiug about a will that I remember ; 
If there hud been a will it would have mide 
no d;irurence. I meant by the advertise- 
ment that the lute Mr. Aduma had ample 
funds. 1 know the old man had money. I 
advanced no money, f see Mr. Kirsop 
nearly every duy and we tulked ubout thia 
nmtter, but not about sending money lo 
England. I did not go to see Mr. Walls 
aliout bringing an action. I never knew 
ubout ,\ir. Adama until ho wua here. I^lr. 
Kiraop never told me he aent the mnnoy to 
Eoglund. Have taken no interest except 
uppeuriiig here yesterday uud to-duy. (iave 
Mr. Wulls no inatructiona, but anewerod 
any queationa ho atdced. 

Re direct by the Attorney-Ganerul : I 
heard of the will about two weeks after the 
death of Adams, from Boyd. Aa fur aa my 
memory goes, the advertis^cmont wua writ- 
ten before I heard of tho will. It appeared 
in the " I'oat." I have a press copy. 

To tho Court : I could npt aay with abso 
luto certainty as to hearing of the will be 
fore sending the advertisement. I did not 
sec Adams ut MoBeath's. . 

The Court then adjourned until 11 o'clock 
on Tuesday.

the bogfi of Denmark and neighboring 
parts of ISwedon and of the Baltio coast 
of Oermaiiy, havo been found a number 
of "Itirs," curious musioiil instruinenta of 
tho br' iii/.o aye. Most oC these — about a 
score- arc U!/V,- in the Kati.,'iial Mu.Houni 
of Oopenliagon. yovqral have been cure- 
fully put ill order, niid bomo skilled musi- 
ciiiis have jdayed upon tho instruments, 
demonstrating the rcniarkablo musical 
as well as coiistructivu kiiowledgo of the 
unknown innkers of aomo 3,000 yeara ago. 
Tho lur is six or seven feet long, and ro- 
soinbles a regularly tapering aninmrs 
horn, twistetl into a tloublu curve, tho 
butt or farilier end beiiiK furnished with 
an ornaiiieiital cidlar. Th(3 nmturial is a 
kind of bronze, which is only about o:io- 
twentioili of an inch thick, and was cast 
in small sections and afterwards joined 
together. Tiie iustrmnenta seem to have 
been used in pairs, curved in opposite di- 
rections, and, when beinj; blown, to Iiavo 
been held in front of the phiyers with tho 
butt collars facing one another. 

ANmEi'Tic SLi:i;i--Puoi)UfiN(;. — It ap- 
pears that even inaoniuiii is to bo fousht 
by means of microbe-killers. Tho 
theory has been advanced that iu acute 
nioutal disease the eiistric juice beeoinea 
so pel verted tliat the foreign germs cu- 
te' ing with tlie food are iiot wholly de- 
stroyed, as tliov are in a healthy stomach. 
One result vs aioopleasiiuas. It lias been 
accordingly assumed that in such cases 
slcej) may be secured by tho use of hanii- 
Icss nntiiieptics instead of the usual more 
or leas harmful narcotics. Tho experi- 
menter, ail Kiigl sh idiysiologiaf, reports 
a auceo.ssful tiial of the antiseptic, iiapb- 
tlmliiie. Sleep was iiuliiced lii trouble- 
some eases, the drug proved to be harm- 
less, and tliore wore no unpleasant after 
ell'cets. 

Electric Po'wer in Factokiks.— The 
ideal method of usiiif^ electricity in inaii- 
ufacturing, in the view of i^Ir. Ale.xauJer 
iSieniens is to supply an electric motor to 
Ciicli machine tonl. This reduces the 
Htreiigt liiuiing necessity for lloors, and 
dispeii.ses with sliafting, couiiter-shaftinp;, 
bands and pulleys. Lord Kelvin has 
made calculations to show whether power 
can better bo transuiitted by ahaftini; .•iiid 
bolting I r by electricity. Ilis rtsults 
prove that, electric tnin.siinssion supplies 
to the iiiacliinea at least 70 pur cent, of 
tlio iiulieatud liovse-power, while with 
the .sliaftiiiLT not iiiero tlun GO to C! per 
cent, is made iwailnble. 

U'ni.iziNc tsca.M's of TiNWHii liiox. — 
In tliu process now beitir; worked by M. 
Lambotte, of lii ussela, tin is recovered 
in the form of chloride from clippings of 
tinned iron. Chlorine paa ia in:xed with 
air, and the mixture paase.s through a 
spiral surroundinc; a cylindrical furnace 
Pecoining warmed by the heat of the 
clieniic;il action within, and enters 
the furnace from below. Tlio tin 
of the clippings in the furnace is attacked, 
and the stiinnic chloride volatilizes and is 
collected upon moistened condensing 
surfaces. Thn iron, freed fiom its tin 
and not acted upon by the chlorine, is 
again used. 

Ih'SKi'T CiiKMis'fs. — 'I'liu odd fact tliat 
the forked-tail moth (Dieramira viiuila) 
is a clieiiiibt of eonsideniblo capacity was 
chown at a recent iiieutiiig of tho London 
Eiitoiiiological Society.
